Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: claim 1 was discussed in view of the above prior art references, and 
it was determined that the "mineral phase" CaO is undesirable (as taught by JP 7-4001 5) due to hydration of free CaO 
as the mineral phase, as set forth in the translation of paragraph [0016] of JP 7-40015. As a result, it appears as 
though JP 7-4001 5 is not a proper reference under 35 USC 1 03(a), as it teaches away from the desirability of the 
presence of free CaO. However, the complete translation of JP 61-256961 (secondary reference applied under 35 
USC 103(a)) will be. reviewed for the presence of mineral phase (free) CaO for its possible use as a primary reference 
in the next Office Action. The applicants have filed an RCE that was forwarded to the examiner on 1/1 1/08, and the 
examiner will issue an Office Action for this application in a few weeks.
